Videos:  rhymes  from  around  the  world 

A  new  video  series  lets  kids  hear  rhymes  from  the  childhood  traditions  of  their  family  —  or  perhaps  that  of  a  relative, 
friend,  or  neighbor  —  helping  build  connections  with  world  heritage  and  local  community. 

Youth  librarians  worked  with  library  families  to  produce  "Rhymes  from  Around  the  World,"  38  brief  storytime  videos  in  a 
dozen  languages  including  Mandarin,  Hindi,  and  Spanish.  The  series  calls  attention  to  the  universal  nature  of  childhood 
rhymes  while  celebrating  the  delightful  diversity  of  themes  and  language  sounds  found  around  the  world. 

Each  video  is  a  minute  or  less  and  shows  a  library  patron  or  patrons  fluent  in  the  language  of  the  traditional  rhyme. 

An  English  translation  appears  in  the  text  on  the  Vimeo  page.  Most  languages,  including  Russian,  Arabic,  and  Polish, 
feature  in  multiple  videos. 

Twelve  illustrated  rhyme  cards,  available  at  library  storytimes,  accompany  the  video  series,  with  a  new  card  distributed 
each  month.  The  new  video  series  is  available  free  on  the  library's  Vimeo  channel  at  vapid. info/worldkids.
